For the philoſo- 
phers arc many tymes ike vnto ma- 
ny preachers,which preach very wel, 
and ſpeake very earneſtly againſt the 
deedes of the fleſhe , bur they worke 
buteuiily, and theyare thoſe whiche 
do the leaſt of that which they teach 
others . But theſe {choole-maſtersto 
whom the holy ghoſt ſendeth vs by

For (he maketh a worke 
atter a newe tathion, much like vnro 
a (hippe,the which cannor be broken 
neither drowned with the wauecs & 
ſurges . For the maketh and tyerh it 
ro2ctner, with the bones and pric- 
kles of litle fithes, and toyncth them 
the one within the other: ſome right, 
others croſle : As we (ee howe cloth 
is wouen .

wyſeſt of the worlde haue vſed to do. 
Alchough that that crueltie of the 
Crocodile 18 to be diſpiſed : et neucr- 
theleſle this 15 to be prayſed,thar the 
mother |15not ſo foolithe ouer her 
yong-ones,that fie ſupporteth them 
if they be other then they oughtro 
be according totheir kinde . But we 
haucſpoken ſufficiently of the nature 
of beaſtes , ypon the matter of good 
and cuil houtholders.
